Warden Says 
Fire Danger 
Is at Worst 

Kiwanis Club Hears Talk by 
County Official on 
Prevention 


Joss Graves, assistant county 
tiro warden, was the speakij- at 
Tuesday’s Kiwanis luncheon. He 
wa.s introduced by George Norris, 
program chairman for the day. 
In a brief but pointed speech, 
.Mr. Graves told of the work now 
being done by the county to pro¬ 
tect the mountains against fire. 

While county juri.sdiction only 
includes that land outside of in¬ 
corporated cities and federal for¬ 
est reserves. .Mr. Graves said 
there i.s close cooperation between 
government and municipal fire¬ 
fighting agencies to combat grass, 
brush arid timber fires wherever 
they originate. 

During the past week, for in¬ 
stance, the .Angeles Reserve has 
been largely stripped of rangers 
anil its regular federal organiza¬ 
tion, who were concentrateil at the 
Cajon Pass fire. In the meantime 
the entire county organization was 
on edge and awaiting call with 
men and c<|uipment to stei) in 
wherever needed. Thi.s mca.'Uie 
of cooiieration is in marked con¬ 
trast to the jealousies and luck of 
cooperation which existed up to 
the time of the l)ig fire of 1925. 

.As long as human beings are 
careless, or wilfully violate the 
law, there will be a fire danger 
Ivinging over those communities 
near the mountains, and threaten¬ 
ing to denude tlie watei-.-heds. Mr. 
Graves urged every citizen to do 
his part to cany on the work 
of education in fire prevention. 
This would include sucli personal 
conduct as observance of smoking 
regulations, and the coiidilien in 
which one’s home property i.s kciit. 

In respon.se to (luestion.s, .Mr. 
Gravp.s said it is a violation of 
the law to smoke in restricted 
areas, even inside an automobile 
when the car is standing still. 
The only places where smoking is 
permissible are at (b'signated 
public camps and at places of 
habitation.

Knoxville, Tenn. — Capt. Wm. 
Rule, for more than fifty years 
editor of the Knoxville .Journal, 
died here July 26 following aa 
operation for appendicitis. 

Capt. Rule, a republican and 
former officer in the Union army, 
who for more than half a century 
edited a newspaper in the demo¬ 
cratic South, first attracted nation¬ 
wide attention in 1873, when he 
vefu.sed to fight a duel, character¬ 
izing such a method of settling 
disputes as “heathenish” anil “cow¬ 
ardly.” 

Shortly after his newspaper had 
published a criticism of two insti¬ 
tutions of which Major Moses J. 
Wicks of Memphis was the head, 
t'aptain Rule received an order to 
retract his statements. This he 
refused to do, but advised the 
major the columns of his paper 
were open to any statement Wicks 
might care to make. 

Whereupon Major W'icks wrote 
Captain Rule, asking him to meet 
him at Dalton, Ga. Instead of 
doing this, the editor on the date 
named in the note for the meet¬ 
ing published in his paper a let¬ 
ter he had sent to the major. This 
step generally is believed to have 
had a great influence in discred¬ 
iting dueling in the South. 

“With such an affair 1 refuse to 
have any connection,” he w’rote. 
“I recognize no heathenish, so- 
called code of honor. I am op¬ 
posed to dueling for the reason 
that it is contrary to the spirit of 
the enlightened age in which we 
live. I am opposed to it because 
it is contrary to the laws of my 
country, the law of humanity, and 
the law of God. 

“You might take my life or 1 
might take yours, and yet not a 
single feature of the publication 
complained of would be changed 
by the results. If that publica¬ 
tion were false, it would be false 
still; if it were true, it would re¬ 
main true; hence nothing could be

Another percentage (a small 
percentage, it is true) think that 
Pasadena schools are the ultima 
Thu'e of all that is desirable in 
education. And if that is to be 
accepted as a fact, we might as 
well call off the fight, close the 
schools and send all of the chil¬ 
dren over to our neighboring com¬ 
munity. 

However, there is a growing 
sentiment that perhaps, after all, 
the value of palatial edifices, ex¬ 
pansive lawns, nickle-plated cur- 
riculoms and hot and cold running 
door knobs has been over¬ 
stressed. Boys and girls educated 
in the smaller schools seem to be 
dominating the clas.ses in college, 
and the business world as well. 
Practically all of the names fa¬ 
mous in modern history are names 
of n,en and women educated in 
what may be termed rural schools 
—at least the fundamentals were 
gained there. The self-reliance, 
the necessity for doing their own 
thinking, the close contacts with 
their teachers and their fellow-stu¬ 
dents perhaps helped more than 
the number of times they might 
have learned to chin themselves 
on the horizontal bar had their 
schools been equipped with hun- 
dred-thousand-dollar gymnasiums. 

■And that brings up a tender 
point. The larger schools are 
largely class-dominated. In other 
words, the son or daughter of a 
wealthy or influential parent us¬ 
ually gets the athletic and scho¬ 
larship plums. It is human na-

THE TRAFFIC MONSTER 

W HEN St. Francis Dam collapsed and 
400 people lost their lives in a few 
hours the countiy was horror-stricken. All 
Southern California poured out sympathy 
and contributed to the relief fund. 

Since the St. Francis dam catastrophe 
nearly twice as many lives have been taken 
in Califomia from traffic accidents. But 
there is no particular commotion about it. 
There is no relief fund and there is no talk 
of holding anybody to account for the con¬ 
dition. 

Every year 2,000 lives are lost in Cali¬ 
fornia through automobile accidents, 500 
every three months. It is calculated that 
one car* in every sixteen traversing the 
highways is annually involved in an accident 
in which someone is killed or injured. Isn’t 
it up to every driver to take a little more 
care than seems necessary in keeping down 
this terrible toll? 


WHAT’S THE MATTER? 

I N a business involving $159,000.00 annual 
expenditures, how closely should the ex¬ 
ecutive head keep to what is going on? 
Pretty close, if that $159,000 is to be well 
spent. 

During the last fiscal year the city of 
Sierra Madre spent $159,407.55, in addition 
to bond redemption and interest. This was 
all paid out on vouchers properly audited 
by heads of departments and council mem¬ 
bers. Everything was regular and all that. 

As shown heretofore, the executive au¬ 
thority of the city is pretty thoroughly 
divided, or subdivided. In auditing the bills 
for this $159,000, how close can the council 
members get to the actual facts involved? 
They meet at least twice monthly to con¬ 
sider city business, and they devote a good | 
deal of time and effort betw'een sessions, all 
unremunerated, to city business. But under 
the present plan of organization they can¬ 
not get the efficiency of operation that' 
would be demanded in a private business of 
the same magnitude. 

Take the engineering department, for in¬ 
stance. The clerk’s report show’s $2,687.45 
expended. Is this the total of engineering 
expense, or did the work chargeable to 
special projects bring the total to three 
times that amount, as reported? 

Engineering expense on special improve¬ 
ment work does not affect the tax rate. 
But the bills are passed upon by the coun¬ 
cil, which is the executive authority of the 
city. 

'The Gierlich brothers, holding the posts 
of city engineer and special engineer on the 
Central Avenue project, are fine men and 
highly regarded in their profession. But the 
present discussion indicates that our plan 
of government not only does not require, 
it does not even permit them to operate the 
engineering department in a w'ay to do jus¬ 
tice to themselves and to the city. 

More about engineering next week. In 
the meantime, discuss it w’ith your council- 
men and .see how closely they ai’e in touch 
w'ith engineering work.

STATE BUILDING NEEDED 

S AN FRANCISCO and Sacramento have 
splendid state office buildings, housing 
the various state offices maintained in those 
cities. Los Angeles has many state offices, 
but they are housed in rented quarters 
which are widely scattered.

Need of Savins Beaches for 
Public Use Urged on 
Club Women 

Mr. Cha.s. Dijrg'.s, .secretary of 
the regional planninjr conimi.s.sion, 
successor to Huph Pomeroy, was 
the interestirifr speaker to whom 
the current events-public welfare 
section of the Woman’s Club had 
the privilejre of listeninp: on Wed¬ 
nesday afternoon. Mr. DipK-s was 
associated with the Rartholemew 
group in their planning of Chica¬ 
go, Washington, D. C., Minneapo¬ 
lis and many other large eastern 
cities in connection with their 
parks and landscape gardening. 

His informal talk centered 
around the state parks and .several 
other issues on the state ballot, 
pointing out the dilTerence be¬ 
tween county, state and national 
parks. Mr. Diggs made a strong 
plea for the protection of our 
beaches in Southern California, 
which he designates as our p.arks. 
Northern California has had a 
slogan for the past fifteen years; 
“Save the Redwoods.” We in the 
southern end of the state should 
have had a slogan: “Save the 
beaches,” and acted on it years 
ago. Immediate action in this 
direction is necessary. 

Mr. Diggs called attention to 
the fact that the north already 
has three million dollars at hand 
to match the three million on the 
ballot which is their share, to 
assist in carrying out in a ma¬ 
terial way their slogan, and urges 
that we in the south match our 
three million with three million 
at once, as our beaches are rap¬ 
idly hecoming private property, 
only seven miles now being avail¬ 
able to the public, truly a critical 
situation. 

Mrs. W. J. Lawless, chairman 
of the .section, stated in this con¬ 
junction that there are five state 
parks in northern California: Rig 
Rasin, Richardson Grove, Mount 
Diablo and two smaller ones. She 
compared our San .lacinto to Mt. 
Diablo and suggested it as worthy 
of acquisition for a state park in 
Southern California. 

The great need for a centraliza¬ 
tion of state buildings was pointed 
out by Mr. Diggs, as it seems 
very desirable that city, county 
and state business be located ir 
one center. Los .Angeles hopes 
to have a civic center, and the 
board of supervisors and city- 
council have officially adopted the 
area between Main and Hill, First 
and Sun.set streets as such. Many- 
pertinent questions, Roulder Dam, 
“F.xcess Condemnation,” and other 
issues were touched upon by Mr. 
Diggs, as well as several of pure¬ 
ly local interest. 

" It is the aim of the section, 
Mrs. Lawless states, to continue 
an analysis and round-table dis¬ 
cussion of the issues on the .state 
ballot for the next five meetings. 

Mrs. .lohn Osgood of our city¬ 
planning commission gave a short 
and comprehensive report of the 
work of that organization towards 
beautifying Sierra Madre by a 
systematic planting of trees on 
the various streets, a plan for 
each street being definitely- w-ork- 
ed out. She also di.scu.ssed the 
proposed open air theater in the 
city park.
